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PREFACE. 


The student of Modern Armenian finds himself obliged to 
make use of dictionaries designed only for the ancient language. 
Hence in his progress he will inevitably meet with a large num- 
ber of words in respect to which those dictionaries afford him 
little or no assistance. The aim of the present work, (which 
contains more than 6000 such words,) is to supply this deficiency. 
It comprises the following classes of words. 

1. Those which preserve the form of Ancient Armenian words* 

but have changed their signification ; e. g. in Anc. Arm.

The number of Turkish words inserted may seem large ; but 
they are all believed to be so far in use that the beginner in Mod- 
ern Armenian is liable to meet with them in conversation* Of 
course they should be avoided in the language of books. So should 
also those marked as provincial or vulgar, and some others* The 
object of this Vocabulary is not to teach what should be used, even 
in the language of conversation, but to explain what actually is 
used* 

The Passive forms of verbs it has not been thought necessary to 
insert, except where they have a secondary meaning differing 
from that of a simple Passive .
